A wheat has ben found in Pales­ 
tine, 
growing wild, 
that grows 
thriftily 011 a minimum of moisture. 
And there has been found in China 
a variety of corn that is said to be 
proof against dry winds. 
Steps to 
provide seed of both of these ce­ 
reals in this country are being taken 
and it is thought that both will 
be 
found growing in immense acreage, 
particularly in the west, within the 
next few years. 
In an address delivered in Indi­ 
anapolis one evening recently. Prof. 
John M. Coulter, of Chicago Univer­ 
sity, spoke of these discoveries as 
follows: 
“More than from all other sources 
we lose cereal crops by reason of 
drought. 
No wild wheat could 
be 
found in the 
world 
until 
Aaron 
Aronson, a young Jew, reasoned that 
this, one of the oldest, if not 
the 
oldest, food crop in the world, might 
be found w’ild in Palestine and that 
when found it woulll be free from 
the 
weaknesses 
of 
our 
present 
wheat. 
He did find in it Palestine 
growing literally 
on rocky 
ground 
and with very little moisture. 
“lie took this'to Europe but met 
a cofd reception. lie then wound his 
way into the laboratory of the Chi­ 
cago University. 
Wealthy Jews put 
up the money to send him back 
to 
Palestine to cultivate this wheat and 
prepare 
to provide 
the world with 
seed. 
The process wTas wToll 
along 
when the w’ar broke out, but in the 
meantime samples had been sent to 
American agricultural stations.

onson is now' moving his plant 
to 
this country and in a short time it 
is expected that seed will be prov id- 
ed for wdieat on the arid plains of 
the wrest.

Wealthy Jews put 
up the money to send him back to 
Palestine to cultivate this wheat and 
prepare to provide the world with 
seed. The process was well along 
when the war broke out, but in the 
meantime samples had been sent to 
American agricultural stations. Ar- 
onson is now, moving his plant 
to 


this country and in a short time it 
is expected that seed will be provid- 
ed for. wheat on the arid plains of 
the west. 


"One thread' 
of silk runs from

stantly moist in pollen time or the 
kernels will not fill out.

States were plunged into war and 
needed millions of troops quick. 


It's all right to know how to die, 


they say here in Switzerland, hut it's 
better to know how to 
fight. 
By 


fighting you lessen your chance of 
dying. 
A soldier hasn't 
got 
any 


right to die, unless there's nothing 
else left for him to do. 


Fighting today is an exact sci- 


ence. Read a book of military in- 
structions. It tells yon every last 
thing a soldier ought to do, in every 
possible contingency. Master mili- 
tarists have worked it all out and 
put it down. Swiss citizen-soldiers 
know WtiF to do 
twenty 
diffen 


things in a pinch, before they reso 
to dying. They know how to die too 
if it- comes to that 


•How long does it take a 
Swiss 


youth to laern how to fight instead 
of die? 


How long would it take an Ameri- 


can youth to leara the same thing? 


Just one hundred and fifty three 


days! 


•Of forty-eight years, a Swiss citi- 


zenrsoldier gives half a year to 
learning how to be one of the best 
soldiers in the world. 


In all this he is forced to fire only 


0 shots" He does fire more, it is 


true, because his 1.000 shots teach 
"him that sharpshooting in the open 
aiir is more fun 
than kelly 
pool 


shooting in a smoke filled room. 


Switzerland is 
full 
of shooting 


clubs. One hundred nnd forty-three 
days in camp and the firing of 
a 


rifle 1,000 times in twelve years and 
you've got your crack. Swiss private 
soldier. 


Two hundred and 
thirty-eight 


days, taken out of a lifetime, makes 
a corporal.. A sergeant is made in 
282 days and a lientennnt spends 
402 days, out of his entire life, to 
learn his job. A captain of forty- 
eight years has put in 588 days, al- 
together. 


These periods of learning and ex- 


perience are spread over a 
long 


stretch of time. 


The first bit is 
sixty-five "days. 


When you're twenty years old, you 
go into a military school for that 
time. 


You don't give up your job to do 


it, either. - Let your boss try to give 
your job to somebody else while 
you're gone, no matter whether 
you're a "bank clerk or a farm hand; 
lie'll gojip jail if your jab isn't open 
for yc«i|hen you come back. 


fhaf^more, if he has any pride 


at all, he'll pay you your wages 
while you're gone. Let his neighbors 
find out he didn't and they'll cut him 
dead. 


The next year, when you're twen- 


t-y-one, you'll troop off in the sum- 
mer to a military camp where you'll 
speml eleven 'days and every sum- 
mer after 
that,' for 10 summers, 


you'll spend eleveu days iii camp. 


By this .time you're 
thirty-two 


years .old, and at that age, you pass 
out of the regular army into the 
landwehr. 


You'll do eleven days every 
four 


years, until yon have served an ad- 
ditional twenty two days. So you've- 
served in all, 153 days. 


All this time, from the day you 


left the military school when you 
were twenty, you've had your rifle, 
uniform, field kit and ammunition 
hanging up on a handy nail at home, 
ready to take down and march off 
with, if the call to arms was sound- 
ed. 


He's a better man than you are, 


Mr. Average American Citizen and 
you'd admit it if you walked the 
streets of these Swiss towns. You'd 
know how to die, in a pinch; but any 
man knows that. This fellow knows 
how to fight.
